Would Fiynn’s statement have the same devastat- 
ing effect as Wilson's similar appeal? That is what 
perturbed Democrats have been asking. Now, how- 
ever, President Roosevelt has spoken on the subject, 
and his words should rescue Chairman Flynn from 
his embarrassing position. The President said yes- 
terday, as reported by a Post-Dispatch correspondent,

not be accused of being a partisan leader first and 
a national leader second, as Wilson was accused in 
1918. :

If it means that 
there will be no reprisals against honest and con- 
structive critics in Congress, it isa real sign that 
free speech is not adjourned.

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CONGRESSMAN SCHAEFER’S ABSENCES FROM WASHINGTON 
In a réview of the political situation in Mlinois, 
a Post-Dispatch Washington correspondent has di- 
rected attention to the case of Congressman Edwin 
M. Schaefer of Belleville, who represents the five 
counties of the populous Twenty-second District. It 
is pointed out that Schaefer, who is a member of 
the important Military Affairs Committee, has been 
increasingly absent from Washington in the last year 
and a half and that he has missed many important 
roll calls. . 

This brings up the matter of the district's repre- 
sentation in Congress from now until next January, 
For although Mr. Schaefer has anndunced that he 
will not be a candidate to succeed himself in Illinois’ 
April primary, he has not informed his constituents 
as to whether he intends to return to Washington 
for the important session which doubtless will con- 
tinue to sit throughout the year. 

If Mr. Schaefer should decide that he does not 
intend to return to his congressional duties and 
should resign in the near future, it would be pos- 
sible to fill his seat at a special election held con- 
currently with the April primary. In that way,. the 
360,000 residents of the district—the largest in 
Illinois outside Chicago—could obtain representation 
for this year without the extra cost which usually 
attends a special election.
